Good light is one of the essential needs of 
the pearl stringer, especially when she is 
employed in making, or repairing, seed pearl 
ornaments. All the beads have to be ar- 
ranged according to their size and then sep- 
arately and most carefully sewn into place 
on their dainty framework. For instance, 
if the design is that of a flower or a leaf, 
the skill lies in graduating from the biggest 
pearl to the one that touches the extreme 
point. Some of these ornaments, by the 
way, are very old, for if they are carefully 
handled there is no reason why they should 
not be a joy, if not forever, at all events 
tor as long as the handsome, antique pen- 
dants and pearl studded medals of the 16th 
and 17th centuries that one still admires in 
the British Museum. 

Only the finest silk is used for stringing 
the finest pearls. Great beads, round and 
shiny, unmistakably artificial, and with no 
more real luster than white marbles—with 
the exception of what are called Roman 
pearls, manufactured many years ago—may 
be allowed to hang together on catgut, but 
Orients must be threaded, pearl kissing 
pearl, on silken strands worthy of their 
shape and “skin.” 

THE KNACK OF THE KNOT. 

Now the art of the stringer lies in the 
apparently simple manner of tying the knot 
that attaches the snap. Sometimes, also, 
she has to make a knot between bead and 
bead, a method that adds to the length of 
the necklace, but detracts from the beauty 
of the line of pearls. The knack of mak- 
ing this tiny knot will perhaps take a girl 
a year to master; the perfect hang of the 
beads, neither too loose nor too tight, de- 
pends on how it is made. There is no 
needle fine enough for threading small seed 
pearls, so the stringer makes her own out 
of a piece of wire as thin as a hair. She 
arranges her pearls, if they are of different 
sizes, on a grooved board covered with 
billiard table cloth, any other material, such 
as green baize, being much too coarse. 
When she is making a tassel, or loops, it is 
pretty to watch her hold her work at arm’s 
length every few minutes, measuring its size 
and effect with her well-trained eye. 

It is hardly necessazy to speak of the 
strict integrity and unfailing care required 
in a pearl stringer. She is entrusted with 
great possessions, for the value of pearls 
is continually on the increase. There are 
some ladies who never trust their treasures 
out of their own houses, but arrange, 
through a jeweler, for a pearl stringer to 
call so many times a year to repair orna- 
ments or restring necklaces. 

The work of the pearl stringer is so little 
known, so auiet and dainty, that it is doubt- 
ful if one in a thousand women who stop 


to admire and covet as they pass show win- 
dows ever give a thought to the patient 
fingers that have threaded beautiful 
beads and tied the almost invisible, cunning

knots that link them to their diamond 
clasps. 

The little band of stringers ate very 
simple but business-like people, in their 


humble workrooms—devotees of beauty, al- 
though they are unconscious of the fact, 
are true artists in the perfection of their 
work.—London Chronicle.

The Virgo sign is used on the scarfpin, 
brooch and hatpin, where they are cut as 
intaglio on the sardonyx set in each piece. 
This is a most effective way of using the 
sign, and when it is possible to use the 
signs for the other months in this manner 
no better combined treatment for the sign 
and gem can be found. 

The poppy, conventionalized, forms the

Among the well-informed it ‘s pre- 
dicted that fine sapphires will soon rank 
next to emeralds, if they do not surpass 
them, in price. One reason for the condi- 
tion is that there are practically no fine 
sapphires coming on the market and the 
trade ‘s going along with the old reserve 
stock.

Ths decision, which is in the 
of the Bauer Chemical Co. vs. O’Don- 
was published in full in THe JEew- 
eLERS’ CIRCULAR June 4. 

lhe National Wholesale Jewelers’ Asso- 

ition letter gives a summary of the points 
yhich entered into the controversy between 
he parties ‘n relation to the cutting of 
he price of Sanatogen and goes on to 
from and analyze the decision care- 
fully, saying that from the point of the 
Supreme Court it appears that the manu- 
facturers of patented articles no longer 
enjoy the right conceded by the lower 
courts to dictate prices which should be 
secured for ther goods by wholesalers and 
retailers. The letter then goes on to quote 
from a communication sent to a grocery 
paper by H. B. Clabaugh, of the Depart- 
ment of Justice, published in THe Jew- 
ELERS’ CIRCULAR at the time, showing the 
attitude of the Department in regard to 
the fixing of resale prices by manufac- 
turers, which it considers a violation of 
the anti-trust law, whether these are based 
on patents or not. 

Mr. Fernley’s letter then continues: 

If, then, we may draw a conclusion from the 
pinion of the Supreme Court and the above state- 
ment of the Department of Justice as correctly 
showing the attitude of the courts and the present 
administration of the Department of Justice toward 
racts relating in any way to price mainte- 
nance, it would appear that control of resale prices 
by manufacturers in the future will be an ex- 
tremely difficult matter. 

Possibly some relief from price cutting may be 
iad in such legis!ation as that recently enacted 

the State of New Jersey against unfair compe- 

yn, making it an offense to sell standard 
goods at unfair prices for the purpose of damaging

Jewelers’ Protective Union Offers $2,500 
Reward for Arrest of Crook Who 
Robbed New York Gem 
Merchant. 


Following the recent mysterious robbery 
at the office of I. R. Theise, 49 Maiden 
Lane, New York, when a bag containing 
loose and mounted gems valued at over 
$35,000 disappeared, the Jewelers’ Pro- 
tective Union, of which Mr. Theise is a 
member, has offered a reward of $2,500 
expiring Dec. 31, 1915, for information 
leading to the arrest and conviction of the 
thief or thieves who committed the rob- 
bery. Circulars to this effect have been 
sent out and jewelers and pawnbrokers 
are asked to scrutinize all diamonds and 
jewelry offered for pledge or sale. The 
circular contains a long list of the mount- 
ed and loose property which was taken. 

In the event that any of the articles 
described in the circular are recognized 
it is requested that the jeweler or pawn- 
broker quickly notify the nearest police 
officer and endeavor to hold and detain 
the man who presents the articles and at 
once communicate with the Jewelers’ Pro- 
tective Union and the Pinkerton National 
Detective Agency. 

The gems and jewelry were in a bag 18 
inches in length and nine inches wide 
which was fitted with a brass outside lock 
and a spring lock. It also had two brass 
spring sliding catches on each side of the 
center lock. The bag was made of pig- 
skin and the ends of the handle are worn. 
It has been in use for 12 years and one 
side sags in. 

The loss of the bag containing the prop- 
erty occurred on the morning of June 3 
at about 9 a. mM. Mr. Theise, who had 
made a practise of keeping the bag at the 
vaults of the Maiden Lane Safe Deposit 
Co., called there on that morning, took the 
ag back to his office and, after placing it 
in a rolltop desk, which he closed, he left 
his office for a few moments, locking the 
door behind him. When he returned the 
bag had disappeared but nothing else in 
the room had been disturbed. 


The police department was at once no- 
tified and detectives assigned to the case, 
who have been making a rigid investiga- 
tion, but as yet, so far as can be learned, 
no information has been obtained regard- 
ing the perpetrator of the deed. 

The insurance policy held by Mr. Theise 
with the Jewelers’ Protective Union did

The Mayor’s office will then 

tend its services to the general public in 

rrectly determining the weights of pre- 

us stones. According to Commissioner 

hn L. Walsh, the bureau will have facili- 
ties for weighing gems ranging from 

100th of a carat to 500 carats, and work 
of this kind will be done for the public at 
the rooms of the mechanical division of the 
ureau, 244 W. 49th St. 

Under this provision the people of New 
York will protected from trickery 
which might be attempted by unscrupulous 
dealers in so far as the weight of gems is 
concerned. The bureau will not, however, 
pass on questions of value. The bureau 
will certify the new weights to be used bv 
the jewelers of the city if desired and w_ll 
also weigh for the trade any stones over 
which there may be dispute. 

The Mayor’s bureau will be the only city 
department of its kind in the country so 
far equipped to give this service, but the 
new weights are now placed with the Na- 
tional Bureau of Standards at Washington, 
D. C., and with the State Bureau of 
We'ghts and Measures at Albany, where 
weights may be verified. Heretofore such 
work would not be done by the bureau 
because of the lack of a uniform carat. 
Articles of gold will also be tested for 
weight, but not for value. 

The committee on the new international 
metric carat, which is composed of leading 
jewelers, has sent a letter enclosing a table 
for converting the old carat and grain 
weights into the new international metric 
The letter reads as follows: 

June 12, 1918. 

Dear Sir—The committee on the new interna- 
tional metric carat has about finished its work, 
with every assurance that the trade will buy and 
sell gems and pearls using the new international 
carat standard of 200 milligrams on July 1 next. 

The authorities in England have just decided to 
take steps to make this carat compulsory in the 
United Kingdom, and it only requires the 
formality of an Order in Council to make this 
effective.

A fire started next to Shoop’s place sev- 
eral weeks ago, which accounts for the 
cash from fire insurance. 

In explaining the statement as set forth 
in the letter sent out by Attorney Levy, 
the latter says that the debits and credits, 
together with the preferred claims, are ap- 
proximately correct but are subject to al- 
teration and correction. Mr. Levy also 
says that some of Mr. Shoop’s friends have 
come to his and that he is 
therefore in a position to make this offer 
to his creditors to comprom'se their 
claims. Mr. Levy also says that a careful

Creditors File Bankruptcy Petition 

Against Zare White, Providence,

PROVIDENCE, R. [., June 14—A petition 
to force Zare White, manufacturing jew- 
eler at the corner of Eddy and Public Sts., 
this city, into bankruptcy was filed a few 
days ago ‘n the United States District 
Court for the Rhode Island District. The 
petitioning creditors were the Peck Hard- 
ware Co., with a claim of $557.64; Venner- 


beck & Clase Co., $42.19; Samuel Moore 
& Co., $36.30, and Arthur E. Le Perche, 
$252. Edwin L. Rock, treasurer of the 


Peck Hardware Co., was appointed as re- 
ceiver, under bonds of $3,500. 

The action of the creditors in filing th’s 
petition has the effect of restraining the 
sale of the plant as advertised under fore- 
closure proceedings instituted by the mort- 
gagee, E. H. Bigney, acting through h’s 
attorney, Charles Holmes. The reason for 
the filing of the petition is set forth by the 
petitioners, who claim that Mr. White, 
while insolvent, transferred on April 2 and 
29 his real estate and personal property to 
trustees for the benefit of other unsecured 
creditors. 

At a meeting of the creditors held about 
the middle of January a committee, con- 
sisting of Mendeil W. Crane, Horace M.

Manufacturers of Well Known Brands 
Organize New League to Prevent 
Price Cutting. 

\ new organization to be known as the 
National Fair Competition League was 
formed in New York recently by a number 
of the leading manufacturers of proprie- 
tary articles in the country. A second 
meeting of the organization committee was 
held there Thursday,.at which plans were 
made for furthering the league and taking 
definite action as to the accomplishments. 
The temporary officers elected were as 
follows: President—C. H. Ingersoll, of 
R. H. Ingersoll & Bro.; vice-president, J. 
F. Birmingham, of Butterick; secretary, 
Edward A. Whittier. Executive committee 
Henry B. Joy, of the Packard Motor Car 
Co.: T. F. Murphy, of Mark Cross; E. T. 
Welch, of the Welch Grape Juice Co.; W. 
K. Kellogg, of the Kellogg Toasted Corn 
Flake Co.: A. Erlanger, and Alfred Luck- 

ing, of the Ford Motor Car Co. 

The purpose of the organization is to 
study the interests of manufacturers of 
well advertised brands, particularly with 
reference to the control of their prod- 
ucts in channels of trade and protecting 
them from price cutting. The recent deci- 
sions of the Supreme Court on maintained 
prices and kindred subjects have thorough- 
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ly alarmed manufacturers and advertising 
men as to their welfare, and they are 
agreed that the time has come to work in 
conjunction for the enactment of laws and 
the promotion of publicity calculated to es- 
tablish what they regard as their rights. 

It is understood, that the league has re- 
tained Louis D. Brandeis, of Boston, as 
‘ounsel, and that a determined fight will 
be made to change the current of senti- 
ment against proprietary rights. It is also 
said that, in all probability, the league will 
follow with great care the progress of some 
of the prominent pending cases involving 
these issues and may join itself in counsel 
with the Kellogg case. 








Death of Robert Collingwood. 

Los ANGELEs, Cal., June 11—News has 
reached here of the death of Robert Col- 
lingwood, aged 72 years, who was one of 
the early settlers in Pasadena and was for 
many years in the jewelry business in that 
city. 

Mr. Collingwood, accompanied by his 
wife, and Harold Gill, Garvanza, a suburb 
of Los Angeles, went to Independence, 
Inyo County, to make proof of assessment 
work on land entries they had made in 
that vicinity. 

Mr. Collingwood died, according to the 
account given by his widow upon her re- 
turn to Pasadena yesterday, very suddenly 
at 2.30 o'clock last Saturday morning, at- 
tended by an Independence physician.

Mrs. Collingwood further declares that 
because they were compelled to go without 
a fire in their Pasadena home, on account 
of an edict of the building inspector that 
all was not right with the chimney, Mr. 
Collingwood caught a cold which resulted 
in his fatal illness. 

Mr. Collingwood retired from active 
business a few years ago and married Mrs. 
Collingwood, then a widow for the second 
time. Mr. Collingwood had also been mar- 
ried before. He leaves a son, Charles 
Robert Collingwood, and three sisters, all 
living in Michigan. Mrs. Collingwood 
states that the estate, largely realty, is 
worth about $10,000. It is willed to her.

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Jnited States Gand Jury at New York 
Investigating Actions of National 
Wholesale Jewelers’ Association. 


There is considerable comment in the 
tfacturing and wholesale trade in New 
rk this week owing to the fact that 
rge number of representatives of manu- 
icturing and wholesale concerns had been 
unmoned to appear before the United 
ates Grand Jury to testify as to transac- 
ns which grew out of the action of

Fernley, of Philadelphia, appeared before 
the United States D’strict Attorney and 
ffered to give all the information that 
the Government required in regard to the 
proceedings and transactions of the Na- 
tional Wholesale Jewelers’ Association. 

It has been known for some time that 
agents in the Department of Justice have 
been mak ng an investigation of the actions 
and proceedings of the National Wholesale 
Jewelers’ Association in conjunction with 
the letters and agreements made with mem- 
bers of the National Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation for the purpose of finding out if 
such transactions transcended or v olated 
the Sherman Anti-Trust Law, and special 
agents have been gathering evidence not 
only in New York and New England, but 
in many of the large western cities from 


jobbers and manufacturers not members of 
the association, and from the members of 
the syndicates of retailers and concerns 
running chan retail stores who claim to 
have found difficulty in buying from cer- 
tain manufacturers. 

It has not been known whether the De- 
partment of Justice was gathering this evi- 
dence with the idea of bringing civil or 
criminal proceedings if it was shown that 
the law had been violated, but the fact 
that the proceedings were taken before the 
Grand Jury and members of the trade sub- 
poenaed to testify indicated that ‘t was the 
criminal side instead of the civil side of the 
law that was to be invoked. The officers 
ind officials subpoenaed before the Grand 
Jury were simply called upon to produce 
books and records of the assoc:ation and 
not give testimony, while certain manufac- 
turers and those not connected with the 
association were asked to give testimony. 


The hearing is still in progress, and addi- 
tional witnesses are to be subpoenaed th’s 
week, 
Inasmuch as the matter is in the hands 
f the District Attorney no :nformation as 
the testimony brought out or even the 
imes of the witnesses subpoenaed can be 
iven at the present time.

A New Vegetable Ivory.

on Plated Ware. are a number of lines 
of ordinary rolled 
gold plate now being stamped by manu- 


facturers as “solid gold top,’ “solid gold: 
iront,” and by similar designations in which 
the word “solid gold” is used in some form 
on the theory that the reference to the 
gold includes only the thin plate upon the 
article. These lines, while they may be 
sold to the jobber, and even by him to the 
retailer for what they are, are being used 
to defraud the public by the unscrupulous, 
and articles bearing such marks are con- 
stantly being bought by purchasers in the 
belief that they have a large amount of 
gold in them and are much superior to 
plated ware. Instances are even reported 
where retail jewelers have purchased these 
articles not knowing what they are and 
have innocently been a party to a fraud 
upon the public, by the improper use of the 
words solid gold. 

Some of these manufacturers stamp their 
goods with the misleading terms at the be- 
hest of jobbers who believe that because 
“solid gold” is not a quality mark protected 
by the National and State stamping laws 
it can be improperly used with impunity. 
We hope that they will soon see their mis- 
take as a large number of the articles so 
stamped are so clearly fraudulent that the 
seller can be punished under general laws 
against misrepresentation without any ne- 
cessity of falling back on stamping legisla- 
tion of any kind. What is more, some 
States, such as Pennsylvania and Connecti- 
cut, have statutes which clearly cover such 
marks. The Pennsylvania law provides that 
the words “solid gold” cannot be marked 
upon either an article, a wrapper or box 
containing an article which is not at least 
10 karat gold, while the Connecticut statute 
covers all misrepresentations. 

However, irrespective of the legal liabil- 
ity of the manufacturer and handler of such 
goods there is a moral obligation upon the 
jeweler to refrain from having anything 
to do with such misleading terms or marks. 
That he may know what the mark means 
has nothing to do with the case. The 
mark is intended to deceive someone either

The detectives searched the 
room and found 13 diamonds on a shelf, of 
which 12 were alike. He and Pansy Brad- 
shaw, who was found with him, and two 
other men, were arrested. The other men 
have since been released. The woman is 
still locked up. At the trial employes of 
the jewelry company and Mrs. Thomas K. 
Niedringhaus, to whose daughter the pin 
belonged, testified that the 12 diamonds 
found in Howard’s possession were the 
same size, color and shape as the ones in 
the Niedringhaus' pin. Howard did not 
go on the witness stand in his own behalf. 
The jury deliberated less than an hour and 
brought in a verdict of guilty.

Jewelers Should Realize the Importance 
and Dignity of Their Calling. 
New York, June 12, 1913 
Editor of Tue JeWELers’ CirCULAr: 

Dear Sir—After all, the most brilliant 
gem that ever came out of Golconda is 
only a pretty pebble. It has its intrinsic 
beauty, but only as a mineralogical speci- 
men, as a tour de main of Nature 
ing in solitary grandeu 
miration in the beholder

and perhaps a 
sense of reverence is intermingled at the 
thought of what perfection Nature’s proc- 


esses accomplish. The lapidist has seen 
his chance and has evolved a miniature 
sun or moon, a concentration of perma- 
nent fire. But the thing itself lacks hu- 


manity; it makes no appeal to the esthetic 


sense and reveals no communication from 
another mind. It is of the earth earthy. 
But here the jeweler finds his opportunity 
and the mind of man enhances the work of 
Nature. He puts the gem ina setting, finds 
a heaven for the sun or a constellation for 
the moon and the jewel has found its 
proper environment. But to do the gem 
justice requires an artist, and the jeweler 
should be an artist—because of the rarity 
of his materials: because of its adoption to 
personal use, and because of its beauty. 
These considerations should elevate the 
jeweler’s calling and attract to its ranks 
men possessing the qualities that lead them 
to other than mere commercial aims. The 
jeweler ought to be more than a mere 
vendor of bright baubles, a dealer in stones 
and metals. The goldsmith’s craft is an 
ancient one, and probably antedates all but 
the weaver’s and the potter's. The wear- 
ing of jewels is no doubt synchronous with 
the wearing of clothes, and the centuries 
of development has given the jeweler a 
place in the fine arts that he has but to 
claim. His vocation should mean more 
than dull mechanical production. Its proper 
pursuit requires imagination in the inven- 
tion of design, taste in the combination of 
materials and knowledge of its possibilities 
and limitations. , 
His relation to his patron should be that 
of an artist, not an artificer, and he should 
be consulted by him as a man of ideas. All 
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this would have a tendency to narrow the 
jeweler’s legitimate field. The sale of pro- 
miscuous merchandise, now part of the av- 
erage jeweler’s stock, should not be in- 
cluded in it. Distinctive pottery, glass ware 
and artistic objects of utility may justifi- 
ably be listed, but the watchword of the 
jeweler should be, “Nothing that is not or- 
namental,” and his attention and energies 
should be devoted to the production and 
sale of goods that qualify under that head- 
ing. 

The jeweler’s position and his claims as @ 
‘tor in modern art would be improved by 
this concentration of his attention. The

The Choice of Typography. 

Many a well-written advertisement loses 
all of its power simply because of unwisely 
selected type. The day is past when three 
or four different styles of type are believed 
to be necessary in order to bring about 
typographical effectiveness. A bold attrac- 
tive letter for a heading and good contrast- 
ing type for the body of the advertisement, 
with bold type also for the name and ad- 
dress, unless of course a distinctive name 
plate is used, are ail that is necessary. Most 
advertisers lind it profitable to have an ex- 
clusive name plate designed, and believe it 
is a distinctive mark for their establishment 
which will always be identified with the 
advertiser’s store. This, of course, acts 
as a trademark. The same uniformity of 
style should be prevalent in the letter 
heads. business cards, and in all tae busi- 
ness literature. The advertising and selling 
methods of the jeweler should be dignified, 
and the jeweler should, in fact, must, if 
he wishes to continue to do business suc- 
cessfuily, cultivate the public’s confidence. 
He can do this only when he shows that 
he is a man of good taste and integrity

\ overstock means extra charges for 
A insurance, perhaps for extra clerk hire 
s of discounts, losses through depre- 
tion of value for any reason, etc. One 
he greatest losses made through an 
stock in the average store is the loss 
made because it prevents stocking newer 
ds and later styles. The merchant is 
rstocked, a line of great merit is offered 
him: he refuses to stock it because of his 
verstock, rightly under the circumstances, 
ut nevertheless thereby losing some of the 
profits he should have made by the sale of 
se goods. 

On the other hand, it is as serious a 
aste to be understocked. Many merchants 

cht profitably extend their lines, taking 
some lines that would help the sale of 
goods already stocked. Too small a 

ck is as bad as an overstock. 

Among some of the greatest wastes of 
average jewelry store are the small 
unts wasted upon schemes oi one kind 

r another that are offered him under the 
cuise of advertising. Some of the local 
schemes should be encouraged, but those 
brought in from outside by traveling fakers 
should be left alone. 

Losses from bad accounts are another 
source of waste. Many otherwise good 
accounts are allowed to become bad by 
poor collection methods. Collect your ac- 
counts monthly or know the reason why. 

Watch your expense account, judiciously 
cut it down, wisely build it up. 

The Policy of the Store—A Few 

Success Thoughts. 

‘\ good selling policy is the result of 
growth,” said Manly M. Gillam, an adver- 
tising manager. This is no doubt very true. 
But he does not mean to say that a store 
can have a good selling policy until it has 
vears of growth. A selling policy can be 
transplanted from one store to another and 
he perfectly satisfactory. This has been 
lemonstrated by thousands of merchants 
who have adopted certain policies of 
\merica’s greatest retail merchant, John 
Wanamaker. 

lf we are to believe the report, it was a 
eler who first gave John Wanamaker 

the germ of his selling policy. It happened 
is matter. One Christimas eve, more 
half a century ago, a boy went into 

Philadelphia jewelry store to make a 
hase for his mother. After being 
n a number of trinkets he made his 

n and paid over his hard earned 

s. But before he left the store he 

yme other article that he fancied 
ind finding the price was within his 

decided to change the first for the 
choice and pay the difference, but 
to his chagrin and disappointment, 
eweler would not allow the change, 
though it represented a larger sale. 





No doubt the article first selected was less 
desirable tnan the latter and the methods 
in vogue at that time practically compelled 
the buyer to keep any article purchased 
and paid for. There was no system of ex- 
changes, no bringing back goods and get- 
ting a refund, or credit. No matter how 
unsatisfactory an article might prove, once 
bought, it was bought for good. 

John Wanamaker, though only a boy, 
saw at once the injustice of this system, 
and though greatly grieved that he could 
not make the exchange, said nothing but re- 
solved that if he was ever able to go into 
business for himself that he would be more 
lenient with his customers. 

In later years his policy was expressed 
in the following manner, as recorded in the 
“Golden Book of the Wanamaker Stores.” 

First—That a store should not be a 
trap to catch something from each who 
enters it. 

Second.—That advertising must say ex- 
actly what the store is and what it does. 

Third—That a!l goods sold are called 
back again if the buyer is not pleased to re- 
tain them. 

Fourth—Fair prices for everything to 
everybody alike, without hidden reserva- 
tions or concessions. 

Fifth—That justice and honor require the 
exclusion of baits or even trifling decep- 
tions; that customers whose confidence is 
invited and given are entitled to have their 
confidence respected and protected at every 
point. 

Sixth.—That patient and persistent train- 
ing must be given all employes, to undo 
the educating in the old-time prevailing 
methods, to grow a new crop of business 
men and women to administer a new, 
broader, more enlightened and equitable 
system. 

That such a policy is successful is cer- 
tain when we look at the wonderful growth 
and success of the Wanamaker business. 

In 1865 this firm announced in the news- 
papers that: 

“Any article that does not fit well, is not 
the proper color or quality, does not please 
the folks at home, or for any reason is not 
perfectly satisfactory, should be brought 
back at once, and if it is returned as 
purchased, within ten days, we will refund 
the money. It is our intention to give 
value for value in every sale we make, and 
those who who are not pleased with what 
they buy do us a positive favor to return 
the goods and get the money back.” 

Some years ago a writer in The Satur- 
day Eevening Post gave a symposium of 
replies to the following questions 

(1.) Is the Golden Rule practical in 
the business world? If not, why? 

(2.). Are there any commercial meth- 
ods sanctioned by trade which do not 
quare with the teachings of Christianity? 
For example, must a man lie or misrepre- 
sent to succeed? 
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(3.) What is your observation, are 
great evils, if any, in the business world? 

(4.) Are standards higher or lower 
than when you entered business? 

With the common consent it was agreed 


that the Golden Rule was not only possible 


in business, but necessary. Bilis <A. 
Gimbel, of Gimbel Bros., said “As to the 
Golden Rule in business, 1 am positive that 
no rule was ever more practical, and the 
most successful merchants not only adopt 
it, but insist on its being carried out.” 

Morris L. Clothier, of Strawbridge & 
Clothier, says: “The Golden Rule is not 
only practical in the business world, but 
the most successful businesses, particularly 
those of great magnitude, cannot be per- 
manently successful unless the spirit of the 
Golden Rule applies in every transaction.” 

John G. Shedd, then manager of Mar- 
shall Field & Co., did not believe that it was 
necessary to lie or misrepresent to be suc- 
cessful in business, but he found that there 
were a lot of successful liars and wrong- 
doers in the various businesses of the com- 
mercial world. He urges, however, that 
business ethics are continually going 
through a process of evoiution to higher 
standards, the more prominent business in- 
terests of the country realizing that a 
permanently successful business can be 
built up only when it is followed upon in- 
tegrity of thought, action and material. 
Mr. Gimbel was most emphatic in his be- 
lief that no business could succeed in the 
long run if it was built upon lies and mis- 
representations. He thought a man might 
fool the people for a time, and, apparently, 
do well, but it will only be a question of 
time until he would lose both his business 
and his capital. 

“When I was a boy,” says M. M. Gillam, 
a former advertising manager for Wana- 
maker, “I remember there was a little fel- 
low in our town running a grocery store. 
Now, there were four other stores in that 
town, selling calicoes, groceries, shoes, etc., 
and they all sold to farmers. This little fel- 
low, by the name of Beardsley, began in 
a small way. His store was no larger than 
12x15, and it was a common joke among 
the people to ask what Beardsley was do- 
ing. I went away from the community and 
did not go back for 20 years. When I went 
back I naturally asked questions. Where 
was So-and-So? Where was Beardsley? 
Over there, said a man, pointing to the 
largest place in town. 

“The others had disappeared. I knew 
what had happened. Beardsley had simply 
attended to business. If the market was 
so much he paid full market price and the 
farmer folk soon found out where they 
coul* get the highest market price for their 
eggs, butter, etc. Trade drifted his way 
because he dealt squarely. He gave full 
value in his goods. He took no advantage 
of anyone and it was foreordained that he 
would survive and the other fellows. of 
narrower principles, pass away.

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The Problems in Partnerships. 


HE number of individual traders is de- 
creasing every year relatively to the 
reasing number of businesses operated 
partners. One does not have far to go 
find the reason—the increasing needs 
capital to finance successful modern 
isiness, and the increasing strain on the 
lividual in the strenuous competition of 
ese times. 
\n agreeable partnership multiplies the 
s and divides the sorrows of business 
is a source of comfort in the mutual 
aring of responsibilities in the thought 
“two heads are better than one.” But 
other sort! There is no torment 
ner than to be yoked to an uncongenial 
rtner, or one whom you cannot trust 
absolute confidence. The success of 
r partnership, and the happiness you 
out of it, all depends upon the kind of 
irtner with whom you join “for better, 
worse, for richer, for poorer.’ You 
uld contemplate a prospective partner- 
ship as seriously as a prospective mar- 
riage; for your partner is your office wife, 
who comes nearly as closely into your life 
the wife of your home. A very large 
number of men are unfitted for partner- 
ships; you may be one of them. You may 
be honest, sober, endowed with mercantile 
ability, industrious and have a following; 
uit that is not all that is required. What 
is your disposition and personal charac- 
teristics? Two horses, excellent individu- 
lly, may not work well together in har- 
ness. A partner must be sympathetic; be 
willing to give and take; will recognize his 
associate’s right to freedom of thought; 
will respect his partner’s opinion and give 
full consideration at all times. Are you 
lite sure that you are not imperious, self- 
sufficient, “bossy”? There is much to think 
ver before forming a partnership. 


s 


‘onsider the powers of a partner. You 
annot deprive him of authority, even by 
giving notice to creditors and others that 
is not empowered to act. There is no 
premacy among partners, in the law— 
ey are equal. There can be no restraint 
n one partner by the other, unless the 
rtnership agreement specifically so pro- 
ides. If one partner disagrees with the 
iects of another, and they cannot com- 
mise their differences, the law provides 

it either partner can ask for a receiver 

| the business be wound up at once. 
Let us look a little farther into the law. 
rtners are the agents of the firm—not 
ents for each other individually; conse- 
iently, they can bind one another indi- 
lually only as they bind both (the firm), 

1 the firm’s obligations devolve on the 
lividual members composing it. Do you 
t that? Read it again, so that it is fas- 
ned in your mind, if you are a partner. 
Further: The assigning to one partner 
he care of a department of the business, as 


the buying, will not of itself prevent the 
other partner binding the firm by a pur- 
chase which he makes; nor will the fact 
that one partner contributes only his serv- 
ice restrict his power of binding the firm 
by obligations. But no partner has power 
to bind the firm beyond “the fair scope of 
the business”; thus, a partner in a jewelry 
firm would not legally be empowered to 
speculate in stocks, or conduct a dry goods 
store, in the name of the firm. He only 
binds himself personally when he goes out- 
side “the fair scope” of the business. 

It is supremely important, therefore, that 
one should select the right kind of part- 
ner; and the selection will depend upon 
the needs « i 
is the need of more capital; sometimes it 
is the advantage of the social standing of 
the proposed partner; or his technical 
knowledge or skill; or the elimination of

-ompetition; or the benefits of experience; 


f the business. Sometimes it 


or the reward of loyal and devoted service. 
Let us suppose that the prospective part- 
ner is young and you are old. 
Shakespeare wrote: 
“Crabbed age and youth 
Cannot live together,” 


an ] 


human nature has not changed much 
since Queen Elizabeth's time; but age is 
not always crabbed, nor is youth invariably 
immature. The crabbed man of any age 
is not fitted for a partnership; his partner 
cannot be expected to put up with tan- 
trums and surliness indefinitely. But when 
the old man is not too constantly aggra- 
vating, and the young man is not too ever- 
lasting “fresh,” the mating of the two holds 
out the best possible prospects. The ex- 
perience of the older will correct the ig- 
norance of the younger; the enthusiasm 
and push of the younger supplies a needed 
element which the other lacks. The respec- 
tive duties of the two are adjusted by 
natural selection—to the older would fall 
the broad management, the financing of 
the business, the customer credits; to the 
younger the routine details, the advertising, 
display of the stock and keeping the store 
in line with up-to-date ideas. 

The danger ahead in such a partnership 
is the possibility that the younger may 
take to himself too much credit for the 
success of the business, get a “swelled 
head” and fail to credit the old man with 
the value of his conservatism; on the other 
hand, the older may ignore the fact that 
the youth’s experience is growing every 
day, and so fail to provide him with in- 
creasing area for his development. But on 
the whole, such a partnership, especially as 
between father and son, is nearly ideal in 
theory. 

The partnership between intimate friends 
of nearly the same age is often unsuccess- 
ful because of the too great likeness in 
their points of view. And here is a para- 
dox: They may fail because they never 
disagree. They never quarrel, but they 
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may not make money. Why? Because 
they are too much alike. They have the 
same opinions on every subject. What one 
proposes the other instantly agrees to. 
Consequently, they simply divide the profits 
that either would have made alone. 
Friendship is not the most valuable element 
in a partnership; an alliance betwee 
coldly-different temperaments, which can 
be brought together into harmonious con- 
clusion, is worth more. Don’t select your 
partner only because he is your intimate 
chum, but because he brings something into 
the business which you do not possess— 


knowl- 


money, or influence, or technical 
edge, or salesmanship, or a certain quality 
of mind. 

A partnership between brothers who are 
in close sympathy and free of the petty 
piques which often creep into the brotherly 
relation is generally successful; but it 
sometimes fails because of Mrs. Grundy. 
They agree to agree, for the sake of side- 


tracking gossip, when the judgment of the 
wiser is against the conclusion that must 
be made if peace be kept, but which he 
would oppose determinedly if his partner 
was not allied to him by blood. The old 
lady dictates many a hurtful partnership 
policy. 

\ kind to be avoided is where the part- 
ner is tied down by outside influences—as, 
for instance, where he is heir to an un- 
divided estate and must submit to the dic- 
tation of a surly uncle, an unsympathetic 
brother, or a half-dozen people with va- 
rious views. You will be practically in 
partnership with the whole combination 
and be constantly annoyed by the whims 
and restrictions of these outside elements, 
operating through your partner. 

The choosing of your business partner is 
only next in importance to the choosing 
of your home partner. You spend more 
hours daily in his company than in hers. 
True, it is less difficult to dissolve a part- 
nership than a marriage; but as no right- 
thinking man marries with the thought of 
divorce in his mind, so no man _ should 
contract the partnership relation with the 
mental reservation that he will “get out” 
of it later. Therefore, be wise in advance 
before submitting to “the tie that binds.” 

The subject will be concluded in the issue 
of July 2, when we shall consider the divi- 
ston of partnership profits and partnership 
protection.
